DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No  large  additions  to  the  sewerage  system  was  undertaken  but  minor 
improvements  to  old  parts  were  completed.  The  problem  of  trade  effluent  being 
discharged  into  the  Mill  Race,  River  Trent,  has  been  stopped  by  means  of 

sewer  pipe  alterations  in  Mill  Gate. 

In  the  past  year  Cort  ract  works  were  commenced  with  reconstruction  of 
old  and  badly  jointed  sewers  in  the  William  Street,  New  Street  and  Whitfield 
Street  area.  Estimated  cost  of  project  is  approximately  £14,000. 

As  regards  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  satisfactory  reports  have  been 
received  from  the  Analyst  on  final  effluent  samples. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  method  of  collection  of  refuse. 

The  new  site  and  pulveriser  envisaged  in  my  report  last  year,  is 
proceeding  very  very  slowly,  but  I  understand,  at  the  time  of  writing  (August 
1971)  only  very  minor  matters  are  outstanding  before  the  plant  becomes 
operational .

During  1971  the  Department  was  able  to  make  up  to  some  extent  tor 
the  lack  of  progress  during  1S70  when  Mr.  Clcv'.e’s  illness  resulted  in  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  work  carried  out.  It  was  however,  a  shock 
to  the  members  of  the  staff  when  in  the  early  part  of  1971  Mr,  Clarke  was 
taken  ill  whilst  on  his  way  home  from  work  and  died  on  the  following  day. 
During  his  eleven  years  service  with  the  Council,  Mr,  Clarke  had  been 
responsible  for  carr,  '..^g  out  meat  inspection  at  the  .Abattoir,  and  this  was 
a  task  he  had  performed  diligently  and  with  great  expertise,  he  had  also 
given  advice  and  instruction  to  a  number  of  students  over  the  years .  We 
miss  his  quiet  humour  and  his  wide  experience  of  meat  inspection. 

During  the  year  we  welcomed  two  new  members  to  the  Department, 

Mr  Ken  Burke  joined  us  at  the  end  of  June  to  be  responsible  for  Meat 
Inspection  at  the  Abattoir,  and  Mr.  Derek  Dunn  joined  as  a  pupil  health 
Inspector . 

Housing  and  Public  Health 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  from  2  55  to  387 
and  these  were  Investigated  promptly.  Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  were 
made  in  respect  of  2  6  houses  and  8  houses  were  demolished.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  steps  were  in  hand  to  de®l  with  2  6  houses  in  Tolney  Lane  by 
means  of  a  Clearance  Order.  It  is  inevitable  that  houses  which  have 
reached  a  stage  when  further  repair  or  renewal  would  be  unpracticable  and 
uneconomic  should  be  cleared  but  it  is  also  reasonable  and  proper  to 
preserve  and  improve  the  remaining  housing  stock.  With  this  object  in 
mind  Officers  of  the  Department,  together  with  members  of  other  departments 
met  to  consider  the  Improvement  of  William  Street  and  Whitfield  Street  area  - 
and  this  area  was  declared  a  General  Improvement  Area  under  the  Housing 
Act  19  69  -  The  first  of  a  series  one  hopes'. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Complaints  from,  this  source  have  been  a  few  in  number  and  a  total 
of  10  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose.  The  problem  is  still  that  of 
domestic  smoke  rather  than  smoke  from  industry.  Steady  progress  is 
being  made  by  installation  of  smokeless  fuel  installations  in  domestic 
premises  and  the  advantages  are  seen  slowly  but  surely.  From  time  to 
time  nuisances  occur  as  the  result  of  burning  old  motor  cars,  rubber  tyres 
disused  cables  and  from  garden  bonfires,  and.  warnings  have  been  given 
as  to  the  possible  consequences  following  creation  of  such  nuisances. 

Food  and  Drug  Inspection 

There  are  257  premises  in  the  Borough  concerned  with  the  handling 
and  sale  of  food.  Frequent  and  regular  inspections  of  such  premises  are 
necessary  in  order  to  see  that  desirable  standards  are  maintained  so  far 
as  the  hygienic  construction  of  the  premises  is  concerned  and  to  ensure 
that  food  handlers  are  aware  of  their  responsibilities  in  this  direction. 

A  meat  inspector  is  employed  full  time  at  the  Newark  Abattoir  in  order  to 
carry  out  detailed  inspection  of  carcases.  Details  of  the  numbers 
involved  are  given  in  the  table. 

During  the  year  27  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  in 
connection  with  articles  of  food.  Most  complaints  concerned  mould  in 
food  or  foreign  bodies  in  food.  All  complaints  were  thoroughly  investigated 
and  enquiries  made  of  purchasers,  retailers,  manufacturers  and  importers. 
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Amongst  the  conditions  complained  of  were,  a  piece  of  wire  in  a  cream 
biscuit,  a  rubber  ring  in  a  cake  and  maggots  in  bacon. 

A  summary  of  the  complaints  is  appended.  Legal  proceedings  were 
taken  against  a  company  for  selling  bacon  found  to  contain  maggots,  and 
this  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £50.00. 

In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  point  out  two  matters  which  probably 
result  in  a  number  of  complaints.  Mould  is  difficult  to  avoid  during  the 
humid  summer  months,  and  confectionery,  sausages  and  similar  goods  must 
have  a  rapid  turnover  in  accordance  with  manufacturers  advice. 

Secondly,  far  too  many  retailers  have  an  almost  touching  faith  in 
refrigerators.  Some  appear  to  regard  the  "fridge"  with  the  same  faith  as 
the  Savings  Bank  and  expect  food  to  keep  almost  as  long.  Others  use 
the  "fridge"  as  a  general  storage  unit  for  a  host  of  other  extras. 
Refrigeration  is  a  wonderful  addition  to  modern  living  and  trading,  but 
refrigerators  must  be  used  intelligently,  correct  temperatures  maintained  and 
the  cabinet  needs  frequent  inspection.

This  work  has  been  continued  through  the  year.  All  complaints  have 
been  attended  to  promptly  and  the  necessary  treatment  carried  out.  A 
number  of  commercial  and  industrial  premises  are  treated  under  contract 
and  this  is  of  considerable  help  in  maintaining  control.  Test  baiting  of 
sewers  has  not  revealed  any  serious  problems  in  that  area.  In  general 
one  would  think  that  it  would  be  feasible  to  establish  a  rat -free  area  in 
the  town  and  if  this  could  be  done,  then  it  would  indeed  be  a  milestone 
in  Public  Health  in  Newark. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  my 
colleagues  in  this  and  other  departments  of  the  authority.

The  Walesby  Sewerage  Scheme  and  Pumping  Station  were  brought  into 
commission  in  1971  . 

Public  Cleansing 

No  basic  variations.  The  Council  carried  out  a  highly  successful  "anti- 
litter"  campaign  in  July  1971  to  coincide  with  'National  No  Litter  Week"  sponsored 
by  the  "Keep  Britain  Tidy  Group"  . 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  continues  to  be  a  100%  Meat  Inspection  in  the  Southwell  Rural 
District.  A  total  of  33.854  carcases  were  inspected  during  1971.  Of  these, 

4522  were  cattle,  178  calves,  16,190  pigs  and  12,964  sheep  and  lambs. 

The  number  of  licenced  slaughterhouses  remains  at  six.  The  throughput 
of  the  two  largest  of  these,  continues  to  show  an  increase, 

1971  is  the  first  complete  year,  that  the  department  has  employed  a 
full-time  Meat  Inspector,  Mr.  Bennett  who  divides  his  time  between  the  two 
largest  slaughterhouses. 

Knackers  Yards 

There  are  two  licenced  Knackers'  Yards  in  the  Rural  District,  one  of 
these  is  used  in  connection  with  Hunt  Kennels. 

The  premises  were  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition  during  the  year. 
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Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 

All  public  houses  in  the  area  were  visited  with  particular  reference  to  the 
re-circulation  of  beer  overspill .  Where  this  was  the  practice  the  mains  pumps 
have  been  replaced  by  automatic  dispensers  which  eliminate  overspill . 

Air  Pollution 

Although  this  is  a  ''White"  area.  Ministry  approval  has  been  obtained  for 
a  proposed  smoke  control  programme  in  the  mining  villages,  where  domestic 
smoke  is  heavier  than  normal.  Work  has  already  commenced  on  the  first  of 

these  -  Clipstone. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act:  19  33  and  19  51 

The  total  number  of  licenced  slaughtermen  in  the  Rural  District  was  28 

at  the  end  of  1971 . 

Game  Act  1831 

One  new  Game  Dealers  licence  was  issued  in  1971  and  five  licences 
were  renewed . 

Poultry  Inspection 

Works  outstanding  from  1970  at  the  Poultry  Packing  Plant  at  Bilsthorpe 
were  completed,  resulting  in  a  rise  in  the  standard  of  hygiene. 

More  routine  visits  were  made,  and  substantial  improvement  in  the  general 
operational  procedures  was  discemable. 

Some  concern  was  aroused,  when  the  addition  of  polyphosphates  into  the 
carcases  was  discovered.  This  was  immediately  notified  to  the  Department 
of  Health.  One  plant  processed  3,512,000  -  Number  destroyed  54,148.

Caravan  Sites  Control  of  Development:  Act  19  60 

During  1971  all  the  caravan  sites  in  the  area  were  regularly  visited,  and 
a  substantial  improvement  in  the  general  standard  achieved,  was  noted. 

There  were  12  new  site  licences  granted  under  the  above  Act. 

Itinerant  travellers  continue  to  be  a  problem  and  several  major  "settlings" 
occurred.  The  close  co-operation  of  the  Police  in  this  matter  is  particularly 
appreciated . 

Pest  Control 

2,49  6  visits  were  made  to  survey  and  treat  premises,  where  rats  or 
mice  had  been  seen  and  reported  to  the  department.  Of  this  number  85  only 
were  for  mice.  A  further  600  treatments  for  insects  were  carried  out  by  the 
Pest  Control  Officer. 
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A  rat  free  area,  Gunthorpe  parish,  was  declared  in  1971  and  with  the 
wholehearted  support  of  the  Parish  Council  and  residents  a  considerable  degree 
of  success  was  achieved.

The  new  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1.9  70 
were,  in  most  cases,  not  fully  complied  with.  Indeed  few,  if  any,  or  the 
occupiers  of  the  premises  visited,  were  even  aware  of  these  latest  regulations. 
The  practicability  of  an  educational  campaign  in  this  field  is  being  studied.
